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The applicants allege that the specification at page 6, paragraph 18 supports the limitation 
of "incrementing a counter". This is not persuasive because the referenced part of the 
specification merely states that when the count of water re-supply steps exceeds a 
predetermined number the microcomputer resets the water level. No step of incrementing 
a counter is disclosed. It is still not clear what is referenced as "incrementing a counter". 
The applicants further allege that Kim et al do not teach counting a number of water re- 
supply times and comparing the number to a predetermined value and adjusting setting 
when the number exceed the predetermined value. This is not persuasive because Kim et 
al teach such. See at least Figures 2-4 and column, 5, line 20 - column 7, line 65. The fact 
that Kim et al teach some additional steps does not negate the fact that the claimed steps 
are disclosed.
